Two Secret Operations on 
~_ President Disclosed 
vs. By Surgeon. 


ST. LOUIS, MO.—Details of two 
secret cancer ‘operations performed 
on Pres, Grover Cleveland at a time 
when the nation confronted a grave 
economic crisis were disclosed. here 
by Dr. M..C. Seelig. Dr. Seelig was 
one of six surgeons who boarded 
the yacht of a friend of. the Presi- 
dent’s to perform the operations. 

+ Writing in the medical journal, 
Surgery, Obstetrics. and Gynecol- 
ogy, he ‘tells. how -the operations 
‘were performed. : : 

*. In June, 1893, the country ‘was in 
financial near-panic: and a special 
session of congress was set for little 
‘more than a month away. _ 

. Made. Hospital Ship. 

The economic and: political ‘conse- 
quences of a disclosure. that the 
-ehief executive -had cancer of the 
‘mouth was impossible to predict. 

So, late, on the night of June: 30, 
the six doctors, the President and 
his secretary of war, Daniel _La- 
mont, came aboard the yacht. The 
-eraft had been converted into a hos- 
pital. ship. : 

The next morning the President’s 
‘entire. upper left jaw and a portion 
of his. palate were removed in an 
hour-long operation as the yacht 
cruised lazily in Long Island. sound. 

Dr. Seelig. writes that, although 
President Cleveland. was ‘‘a poor 
surgical. -risk,” everything went 
well, Two days after the operation, 
he went home. 

The physicians deemed a. second 
operation necessary, however, and 
it took. place two weeks later under 
“similar circumstances. 

Dentist Helps Out.

A den- 
tist had fitted a specially-construct- 
ed: vulcanized rubber jaw in. place.

“Several former governors of Mich- 
igan pointed in the direction of the 
new Department of Administration 
without reaching the sound conclu- 
sion of.Governor Sigler. In his first 
inaugural speech. of 1935, Governor 
Fritzgerald said that, ‘an important 
step in the reorganization of State’ 
Government is the elimination of the 
state administrative: board .... The 
many administrative duties now vest- 
ed in the board can be handled better 
by state officers: and their qualified. 
assistants than by the present. cum- 
berson board..I have been a member 
of the state administrative board for 
four. years, and I cannot recall a 
single. accomplishment | which -could 
justify its existence.’ 


“Two yeara later, Governor Mur- | 
phy advocated .a department of fi-. 
nance ‘in which may be. centralized 


and consolidated. all accounting: func- | 


tions apart from auditing, budget 
preparation . and financial. control, 
and state purchasing.’ , 

“By 1943 the need had become so 
obvious that Governor Kelly, after 
noting that. there were excess of 100. 
agencies of state government, -in his. 
inaugural. message stated that, ‘The | 
constitution makes it clear that it is 
the duty of Governor to acquaint him- | 
self with the problems, accomplish- | 
ments, and possible improvements of 


: “Perkins points out that this depart- 
ment, as created by the legislature, 
lacks the real tools for getting results 
-- namély, budget control, accounting. 
and. purchasing. Hence its death was 
inevitable, and the legislature ordered 
it in'1945. . vs 


By relieying the state administra- _ 


(tive. board of these important func- ° 


tions, which were being actually ad- 
ministered by © administrative em- 


‘ployees not. responsible directly to the 


governor, the Sigler reform. would 
permit the board to become the “‘gov- 
ernor’s cabinet”, according. to Per- 
kins. ’ . a0 

- As has been pointed out previously 
by Perkins in this column, . the new 
department will not result iminediate- 
ly in, large dollar savings. . 

' “In the "first place, the depart- 
ment’s own expenditures ..may act- 
ually inerease ‘slightly as. it under- 
takes. the -long-neglected tasks of” 


better servicing the line departments 


and institutions and requiring of 
them better operations ..... .Business 
organizations have long realized that 
it. was wise to spend_a dollar-in order 
to-save several dollars,” 


Perkins expresses some concern 
about the future of the new depart- 
ment: ° 4 

“Unthinking resentment against 
increased: tax burdens’ may bring 
bitter and. unfounded: criticisms 
against the department,” he states. 

Why -“inereased tax. burdens’? 
Because the State. of.Michigan, must 
seek new sources of revenue as a re- 
sult, “ largely although not entirely”, 
of the diversion to local units of a 
major part of its sales tax revenue. 

If the-voters of November reaffirm 
diversion. of sales tax revenue. to local 
governments, (as now appears_to be 
likely). Perkins forecasts’ increased 
taxes in order to stave off “g defict 
of millions of. dollars.” 

Looking for someone to blame, vot- 
ers may jump at-the coriclusion that 
Sigler- sponsered reform -- the new 
state department.of administration -- 
is responsible. 

At least, that’s the 1948 apprehen- 
sion of Controller Perkins. Time will

Want a Square Meal? 


Try Gubed Hen Fruit 


CHICAGO. — American fam- 
ilies soon will have a new morsel 
to round out a square meal—a 
square egg. 

Cubed hen fruit, as a matter of 
fact, already is a reality. The 
idea was hatched by one David 
Adams; a Concord, Mass., inven- 
tor, 

Actually the square egg is a 
plastic cube designed to hold the 
contents of a single egg with its 
shell removed. The hen’s job 

| ends when she lays the egg. Sci-- 
ence takes over from there. 

Adams explained that his 
square job consists of two parts 
the bottom holds the contents 
of an. egg and the top clamps 
over the sides, airtight. 

Breaking of the eggs, packag- 
ing and sealing of the shells can 
be done by automatic machinery, 
he says.
